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REMARKS 


Szeged 


1, <A Hungarian unit was in the Engineer Barracks near the passenger railroad 
station. Soviet troops were in two buildings and the gerazes. About 35 
to 40 tanks and 40 to 50 trucks were seen there in late April 1950. The 
Soviet troops wore black epaulets, sane with tank insignia. The color 
of the epaylet borders could not be determined, Tne armored vehicles were 
full-tracked. (1) 


2, Two Soviet military tralas, each of about 100 axles, were unloaded in 
Sgeged in mid-April 1950. The detrained troops, with whos about 50 tanks 
were seen, moved toward iiiskunfelegyhaza (Y 7/0 03) by road, Local residents 
said that they bivouacked in the woods near Algyoe (Y¥7/T 28), (2)

3, A Soviet unit of about 2,000 men was in Camp Oerkeny in April 1950, ‘rucks 
and a few tanks were seen with the troops. (3)

4, Soviet troops were bivouacking in the woods around Isaszeg in early April 
1950, About 10 tanks «nd sac camouflaged searchlizhts were seen with tne 
troops. 


Komarom (i! 


5, Soviet troops used tie Uonostor Fortress, about < km west o1 the homarom 
raiiroad station on tne Danube River, as a storage depot prior to early 
February 1950, The Soviet guard unit at the fortress was estiuated at 
200 men, Soviet guards were frequently seen in Komarom, and local resi- 
dents said that tne guards had told than, that large quantities of amnauni- 
tion and other war uiateriel were stored in the Komaroan Monostor fortress, 
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the fortress was surrounded by a 2,5meter wire fence, forming a semi- 
circle, with the two ends of the fence leading into the Danube River, 
A barbed-wire entanglexent ran along the inside of the fence. Tae 
Danube River was under constant surveillance fran the watchtouer. (4) 


No other Soviet units were in Kouaron or its vicinity prior tc early 
Nebruary 1950. No Soviet military rail shipments were observed.

Soviet troops were last observed in Szeged in 4ugust 1949. See 

These troops were not the tank units seen in Szeged in iate Aoril 
1950, as is indicated by reports received from southeastern Hungary dure 
ing the intervening time, The troops mentioned in tne report probaoly 
moved to Szeged during recent months and may belong to those units which 
left the Timisoara-Arad area, Rumania, in early April 1950, heading ao eth 
west, Sec MMM If this is true, they belong to the division 
assumed to be in the vanat. see 25X1A 


) Possibly two of the Soviet military trains woich passed through tne Alba 


Julia railroad station, Huzania, on 19 and 20 April. 1950, en route to the 
west.

} Camp Oerkeny, 23 Ku Nw of Kecskemet, is known as 4 small firing ranges and 


training ground of the Hungarian Army. The Soviet troops observed there 
and in the woods near Isaszeg, 15 km east of Budapest, presumably belonged 
to the division assumed to be in tie Kecskenet~Cegled area, Mansuvers were 
probably held in these sreas.
